Frank and Hugh Bissonette of 
Oscuda again won the 240 mile 
endurance test down the AuSable 
River from Grayling to Oscoda 
and clipped one hour and one 
minute from the 19 hour and 58 
minute time that they set in win- 
ning in 1948. The race paddled 
by Gerard DuFour and Claude 
Gobiel of Grand Nere Station, 
Quebee, Canada, was just as thrill- 
ing though as was the fight put up 
by Elmer Kellogg of Frederic and 
Bernard Fowler of Grayling. 

The Canadian team arrived in 
Grayling at 9:30 Friday night 
after a 995 mile drive from their 
home town.
